to you. 
I tell you ali this in sonewhe prolix detail because I am afraid 


that you, buried to som extent hers in the mountains, mayo avare of 
the historic role you are playing at this moment. And I also want to 
tell you that here in Guatemala, where I have been for two weeks--although 
I was here covertly and that, of course, limited my activity--I have 
nevertheless bean able to see tha interest, devotion, and enthusiasm 

with which tha guarrilla struggle is being followed. 

My opinion is that the guerrilla movement in Guatemala has definitely 
taken hold ead ‘that it will end only on the day of victory, I want to 
tell you aleo recently I found out that Comandante Guevara thinks exactly 
the same, A comrade in the Mexican Communist Party, a monber of the 
Central Comnittes and nevznan, visited Cuba, A close personal friend 
of mine, he visited Cuba and had an interview with Che mainly on economic 
mattorg, together with other Mexican newsmen, They talked for a long time, 
and when they finished Che asked them a nuaber of questions about Mexico 
and then they asked him atout the liberation movementa in Latin America, 
Che told them that in his opinion the two countries in which thea acvemnt 
woo most aolid ant firm despite every difficulty were Guatemala amd Veno- 
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I think for this reason that you must view your probleps not as 
another group darevine on polenics with other groupe but te sone extent 
from the height in which you are placed, even physically.. You must 
realize that the difficulties there have been are duo basically to the 
fact that the comrades in the POT have long delayed turning into deeds 
their own idess on the struggle. They have ast forth @ lino to the effect 
that aspecta nay not be discussed but that [phrase unintelligible} correct. 
Tho ll-point: resolution of December which places the arsed atruggle and - 
esp otfally the guerrilla phase at the core of the revolutionary struggle 
seems to me to be correct in general, But they have had many difficulties 
because there have been debates, obscurities, somo of them sechiieg aid not 
understand that or were opposedeeI do not know, I do not have many details. 
But of course it has not been possibley they have not found it possible or 
else have lacked the capability to devote their activity to the arned 
atruggle, Consequantly their participation, which there has been--wa cannot 
deny its; T think it would be unjust to dany tho participation of tho PGT-= 
hes beon ths participation of a resrguam, of aupport, Thsy have lost 
cadres here in (rxtabal?} and elsewhara , suffered thea consequences of tho 
struggles somo comrades of the POT are actively persecuted~-hut always in 
connection with aupport activities, 

I believe your role ts to drag them into a more activa participation 
in the strugrle--not to fight thea or fight them only to the extent that 
auch a fight may lead thaa into the battle and not occasion a split.

About that I have talked to then at considerable length and have talked 
to them in utter- Loyalty and clarity, and they adait that all that is taking 
placo 19 not the product of error on the part’ of the Trece or a bad line 
ofthe Treco exclusively but a product of their very pes errorg also. 

They do asoume their share of rosponsibility and I think it 49 important 
that you know and appreciate that fact--importart, for this reason, that there 
might arise in some comrades, and I am referring particularly to Rolando, 
a certain lowering of morale: that he might think that he erred in some things 
and might allow himself to be destroyed politically. I think this would be 
& serious error, do you not? and I think it would be falee attitude. We must 
atart from the pranise that everybody hag committed errors ani that these 
errors. have been commonplace everywhere, let us rencaber, for instance, 
that in Cuba thore waz in the organisation of that famous strika, the one 
that failed, of April 1959, none other that a David Salvador, who was a 
Felangista, and there wag none other than s {Bill DeWalt?) who was an 
imperialist agents and that in Cuba there were public statements of the 
26 July movement which Fidel Cagtro had to disowm later, and there was 
constant misundarstaniing between the peopio who were in the sierras and 
the militants in the cities; and there were very garious conflicts batwoon 
the PC? and the 26 July novesant; and there vere all those para ites froa 
the Escenbray Second Front who wers good for nothing, In short, a sericsa 
of problems, which did not prevent attaining victory because the position 
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thoy always maintained was that ‘the fundanental nucleus of the 26 July, | 
organisation wad an agent of cohesion of the revolutionaby forces, and they 
succeeded in polarising those revolutionary forces and gucceeded in avoiding 
probless, and this. in the end led the revolutionary forces to victory. 

With regard to this, I would like to tell -you something eloos I have 
never beoh in favor of that attitude, very widely generalized in Latin 
America, which is to says "Well, you can see what Fidel did. This was 
Rot done by Fidel; this was done by Fidel.” I think this 1s abysmal error, 
because what Fidel did he did-under very special historical dircinetances, 
and what you are doing is different and has to be different. You have no 
reason at oll to follow the Cuban or any other oxporience, but I do think 
it 4a advisable to learn from international experience and take advantage 
of it to tho extent that it may be useful, 

I say this because it seems to me that there hag been here a certain 
idealistic tendoncy to take a position above tha masses, I an referring to 
the debates on the character of the revolution, on the participation of 
tho bourgeoisie, whethar the Chinese or the Soviets are right, and a nuaber 
of queations like that, I realise very well that when I say this you may 
say that I am half out of my mind or that I aa unwilling to commit mysolf 
to a position. That ia not sos I shall try to explain my idea ag clearly ao 
T can. 

My idea is this: When you are atruggling in a country which ts highly 
dovoloped, very complicated, politically very sophisticated, whore there is 
a working class of great experience, politically info mad, militant, where 
oven the poasants thencolves are acutely avara of thair problems, thir meds 
~-let ws say France, let us say Italy-nall those rigorous analyses of tha 
conpos ition of the bourgwoisie, atatinctiong among various aspacts of that 
bourgeoisie, analyses ef tho nedda of tho working class, ef the internaticnal 
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role of tho struggle of semicolonial or colonial peoples, and s0 forth; 


are necessary. They are necessary because for a party; for a group to have 
authority it has to persuade. masses which have high political sophistication. 
In our countries wo face no such problems. We do not face swh probdlens 


because our’. masoos are thoroughly unconcerned ffon a political standpoint. 


In another --~ rather, stated in better terms, more clearly and more 
accurately, thy have @ very elementary understanding of thoir problems. 
The concern of the peasant 19 for the soils I do not think it goss beyond 
that at tho moment. I believe that if the peasant is offered land, is 
offered schooling for his children, medical care, and so forth, he will not 
demand any more exidansttons: He sees no other problems. 

So, when I read in Revolucion Socialista all these things, about the 
Bolivian masses, the armed milities, it is a truly shocking confusion, And 
I say thia because I know Bolivia, I have been there, I have seen their real 
problems, When I see all this about Peru, where the massea are said to be 
doing their will, with a semifeudal goverment, it is truly --- it seem to 
mo that we arco falling into a number of questions which there ia no purpose 
4n diecussing here, 

And it 19 not that I: champion the abandonment of ideology. No, I think 
that you, the Aaee eGs the people of the central nucleusy must study, aust 


Fenty aust read the rca nga Tha other day 1 heard u recording by our 


ecarade [Sureio?] vith reference to this, and J think tho attitude ia very 


propor, You must have the clearest possible view, but I think {it would 
bo sistaken on your part not to realize that if you mivance too far ahead 
you will isolate yourselves fre the magses. 


Also, and tn connection with thia seme snbject, it is net the eam thing 
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to face the problea of defeating a bourgeoisia such. os the Fretich bourgedtate, : : 
which has Sdeologiate. and has rulare of the caliber of a De Oauile, and te 


face the problen of defeating an idiotic bourgeoisie euch as the Quatenelen, 
bourgeoisie, with a ruler like comrade Enrique, ia it? In other words, the 
weapon noedéi to shoot'down De Gaulle--to state it thus in very simple ond 
personal terns--has to be auch more long-range and much more perfect than: 
the weapon required to shoot dow Peralta, Peralta can be brought dam 
just about by pitching a rock a, him, canhe not? =. ere 

This, all this tends to ‘indicate that to axaggoratea ideological questions’ 
to the masses will lead us nowhere. I have been able to observe that the 
following has happened with the newspaper--and I told Comandante Adan yes- 
terday--: that those who understand it do not approve éf it, And I am not 
referring to the people of the PGT but to assy wellempaning people: for 
instance, to Rodrigo Asturias, who is in Mexico, a survivor of the (Cumquat?), 
a wholesome fallow, studious, concerned, who is very amcious to come here 
to join tho struggle--he was really dumbfounded at the docunent, The sam 
for honorable people liko Carlos (Barquesadaj, On the other hand, most of 
the people, the masses that do not underatand it, cannot understand all that 
complicated terminology, all that obscurity, all those generalisations of 
concepts ‘that do not atimulate anybody to tho struggln, that do not pose 
agtual and concrate objectives, 

That: is my opinion. I believe that on this point you must establish 
a very exilful, very intelligent balance between your ow political training 
and your dally contact with the masses, and you will gradually be told {910} 
what tho masses must be told. 

Cn this point--I say this rather te cuurade Holande--, putting thogo

Unfortunately 
it haa not been that wy, hes at? So I wanted to leave my greeting to you 
and sone of the impressions I have of the situation. 

I can add something to what I have already told you, The comrades of 
the POT asked me after I had boen here for quite a few days and they had 
shown n@ a number of things--I even think that they wanted to be sincere 
becawe they also asta me tapes in which they were harshly criticized, 
in which their own cadres criticised them--they arranged interviews for mo 
with persons within the party who are in disagreement with the leedearship-- 
in short, I was able to get a considerably more objective picture-~-they 
asked ma for my observations and eritictoms, which I gave then in all loyalty. 

The basic criticisa I believe continues to be the lack of mere active 
participation in the attest strugple and of the channeling of cadrea to the 
armed struggle. This I think continues to be ths main problem; they admit it, 
In general I must tell you that most of my criticisms were well received 
by then. ae: ; 

I oven asked fora talk with Gaskia Borges because I thought that his 
article in the International {i.e. World Marxist} Review contaired sone 
expressions of opinion which were not correct, although in others it was 
on the right track, ke dincuseed it and he had a receptive attitude, and 
in the end adaitted that there vas somecerror , owing to the nsed to male 


the article too condersed. 
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On the point, which. I think haa been posed here rather insistently, of 
whether the bourgeoisie participates, the fancus thesis of the four classes, 
tn other words, they wore telling me--I on referring particularly to the 
comrades of the political commission, with whon.I had a lorgthy moting-- 
they have applied it somowhat mechanically, somewhat as convention dictates, 

“ag has beon done by a majority of. the parties in countries such as this one, 
but without actually having a clear notion on the subject, and enong thea 
there wore arguments » struggles, and disagreements with regard to the role :

So I think that 4¢ 4s perfectly possible to debate on this point, I 
do not think that the policy should be to set out a public thesis, and even 
lese a public polemic. I do not think that it is particularly importent 
to the oe tr'uggle th&t the theory of the four classea bo upheld publicly. I 
do not think that anyone will be disappointed to see that in this country 
there 18 a paasontry or a proleter tat so radical and so enlightened that 
it will refuse to cooperate with the national bourgeoisie, So I think it 
is a somewhat unproductive polemic, 

I aa also fully convinced that tha national bourgeoisie has no aoveius 
tionary role to aiay at this time in Latin America andj much less in Guatemala, 
And that it does not depend on the theories proposed or tha thinking of Guerra 
Borges, or tho thinking of Rubso or the thinking of anyono else... I believe 
that is a fact, and facta are above all else, And I think that the moment 

thet the struggle grows up, that the revolutionary power grows strong and 
4s e atablished on a free territory, this will be seen still more clearly. 
But I gee no reason why this should be announced a prioris that is, I do 

not see why we should make the revolution in the newspapere, if it is 
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being carried on fa the mountains, 

Now I vould itke to gay a few words for our comrade Rolando. They are 
nothing secret, but they are things which interest hin porsonally. 

Isabol 4s in Cubs, I loft 15 days ago todays that 19, yeoterdoy, Satur- 
day, it was two weeks, The day after my departure sle wag to leave for Cuba, os 
by way of Europe, of course, so she vould ‘be able to return. The. trip had _

want to go. First of all ahe waa very interested in knowing how the oitustion 


would come out here and what I would propose on my retarn, etc. In addition 


she was very concerned about the health and the morale of comrade Rolando. 
So she did not want to go, and I had a rathef hard tins persuading her. 
At last I succeeded; I ahowed her that in any event Rolando in my opinion 
would have to devote some tine to his treatment.
